AND WHEREAS the amount to be borrowed under this by law and the amounts of borrowings that have 
not been repaid does not in the aggregate exceed 70% of the uncollected balance of the estimated revenues of 
the Corporation as set out above. 

BE IT THEREFORE ENACTED by the said Council as follows: 

(1) The Head and the Treasurer of the Corporation are hereby authorized on behalf of the Corporation to 
borrow from time to time, by way of promissory note, from Bank of Montreal, a sum or sums not exceeding in 

the aggregate Dnp Mil linn XX dollars 

to meet, until the taxes are collected, the current expenditures of the Corporation for the year, -M hooding the 
amounts required for the purposes mentioned in subsection (1 I of the said Section 189, and to give, on behalf of 
the Corporation, to the Bank a promissory note or notes, sealed with the corporate seal and signed by them for 

the moneys so borrowed with interest at a rate not exceeding per centum per annum, which may be 

paid in advance or otherwise. 



(2) All sums borrowed from the said Bank, for any or all of the purposes mentioned in the said Section 
189, shall, with interest thereon, be a charge upon the whole of the revenues of the Corporation for the current 
year and for all preceding years, as and when such revenues are received. 
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(3) The Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to apply in payment of all sums borrowed pursuant 
to the authority of this By-law, as well as all other sums borrowed in this year and any previous years, from the said 
Bank for any or all of the purposes mentioned in the said Section 189, together with interest thereon, all of the 
moneys hereafter collected or received on account or realized in respect of the taxes levied for the current year 
and preceding years and all of the moneys collected or received from any other source, which may lawfully be 
applied for such purpose.

The Municipal Act, R.S.O. 1990, Chapter M.45, Section 156 and 
amendments thereto, provides the authority for Council to levy 
an interim rate on the whole of the assessment for real property 
and business assessments according to the last revised assessment 
roll . 

The amount levied shall not exceed 50 per cent of that which 
would be produced by applying to such assessment the total rate 
for all real property and business assessments respectively for 
public school supporters. 

The 1992 Residential Mill Rate was 351.71; and the 1992 
Business Public Mill Rate was 413.78. 

The Council deems it necessary to levy an Interim rate to 
meet expenditures prior to the final Mill Rate being established 
after the estimated expenditures and revenues are adopted. 

THEREFORE, The Municipal Council of the Corporation of the 
Township of Blandford-Blenheim enacts as follows: 

1. An Interim Levy of 131 Mills shall be imposed on all 

residential real property. 

2. An Interim Levy of 153 Mills shall be imposed on all 

commercial real property. 

3. An Interim Levy of 153 Mills shall be imposed on all 

business assessments . 

4. Local improvement charges commencing in 1993 for tile drainage 

debenture loans, and the Bright Water System according 
to County of Oxford By-law No. 3223-92, shall have 
1/3 of the total due for the year placed on the 
interim tax bill. All other Local Improvement Charges 
that were placed on the interim bill in previous 
years shall continue to be charged. All drain 
maintenance charges billed and unpaid shall be 
collected on the interim roll. 

5. The Interim Levy shall be due in whole (one payment) on or 

before March 25th, 1993. 

6. By-law Number 915-92, enacted the 5th day of February, 1992, 

is hereby repealed.

Being a By-law to authorize the execution of an Agreement 
for Engineering Services between the Corporation of the Township 
of Blandford-Blenheim and KMK Consultants Limited for the final 
design and supervision of construction of the Continuous Chemical 
Feed Facilities at the Plattsville Lagoons. 

WHEREAS the Municipal Act, R.S.O. 1990, Chapter M.45, Section 
210, Subsections 67 and 98, and amendments thereto, provides the 
authority for appointing engineers to procure investigations and 
reports for sewer systems or sewage works. 

AND WHEREAS the Corporation of the Township of Blandford- 
Blenheim (the "Municipality") desires to execute an agreement 
with KMK Consultants (the 'Consulting Engineer") for the provision 
of engineering services in relation to Sewage Works Project No. 
03-0707-01 approved by the Ministry of the Environment. 

NOW THEREFORE, the Municipal Council of The Corporation of 
the Township of Blandford-Blenheim enacts as follows: 

1. That the Municipality enter into and execute an 
Engineering Service Agreement with the Consulting 
Engineer in accordance with Schedule "A" attached to 
this By-law. 

2. That the Mayor and Clerk of the Municipality are hereby 
authorized and directed on behalf of the Municipality 

to execute all documents and take whatever steps Council, 
for the said Municipality, may advise and as may be 
required to give effect to these presents. 

3. This By-law shall come into force and effect upon the 
third reading and being finally passed.

MEMORANDUM OF AGREEMENT dated the 3 day of March

THE CORPORATION OF THE TOWNSHIP OF BLANDFORD-BLENHEIM 



Hereinafter called the 'Client* 

THE PARTY OF THE FIRST PART 



-AND- 

KMK CONSULTANTS LIMITED 



Hereinafter called the 'Consultant' 

THE PARTY OF THE SECOND PART 



WHEREAS the Client intends to undertake 

final design and construction of 
continuous chemical feed facilities 



hereinafter called the 'Project' and has requested the Consultant to furnish professional services in 
connection therewith; 



NOW THEREFORE WITNESSETH that in consideration of the covenants contained herein, the Client 
and the Consultant mutually agree as follows: 



ARTICLE 1 - GENERAL CONDITIONS 



1.01 Retainer 



The Client hereby retains the services of the Consultant in connection with the Project and the 
Consultant hereby agrees to provide the services described herein under the general direction and 
control of the Client, 

In this Agreement the word Consultant shall mean professionals and other specialists engaged by 
the Client directly and whose names are party to this Agreement. 

1.02 Services 

The services to be provided by the Consultant and by the Client for the Project are set forth in 
Article 2 and such services as changed, altered or added to under Section 1.08 are hereinafter 
called the 'Services'. 

1.03 Compensation 

The client shall pay the Consultant in accordance with the provisions set forth in Article 3. 

1.04 Staff and Methods 

The Consultant shall use current state of the art principles and shall skillfully and competently 
perform the Services and shall employ only skilled and competent staff who will be under the 
supervision of a senior member of the Consultant's staff. 

1.05 Drawings and Documents 

Subject to Section 3.2.4 of Article 3, drawings and documents or copies thereof required for the 
Project shall be exchanged between the parties on a reciprocal basis. Documents prepared by the 
Consultant for the Client may be used by the Client, for the Project herein described, including "as 
built" records. The Client has ownership of the drawings. 

1.06 Patents 

All concepts, products or processes produced by or resulting from the Services rendered by the 
Consultant in connection with the Project, or which are otherwise developed or first reduced to 
practice by the Consultant in the performance of his Services, and which are patentable, capable 
of trademark or otherwise, shall be and remain the property of the Consultant. 

The Client shall have permanent non-exclusive royalty-free license to use any concept, product or 
process, which is patentable, capable of trademark or otherwise produced by or resulting from the 
Services rendered by the Consultant in connection with the Project and lor no other purpose or 
project. 

1 .07 Records and Audit ' 

(a) In order to provide data for the calculation of fees on a time basis, the Consultant shall 
keep a detailed record of the hours worked by and salaries paid to his staff employed for 
the Project. 

(b) The Client may inspect and audit the books, payrolls, accounts and records of the 
Consultant during regular office hours with respect to any item which the Client is required 
to pay on a time scale or disbursement basis as a result of this Agreement, 

(c) The Consultant, when requested by the Client, shall provide copies of receipts with 
respect to any disbursements for which the Consultant claims payment under this 
Agreement. 

1.08 Changes and Alterations and Additional Services 

With the consent of the Consultant the Client may in writing at any time after the execution of the 
Agreement or the commencement of the Services delete, extend, increase, vary or otherwise alter 
the Services forming the subject of the Agreement, and it such action by the Client necessitates 
additional staff or services, the Consultant shall be paid in accordance with Section 3.2.1 for such 
additional staff employed directly thereon, together wilh such expenses and disbursements as 
allowed under Section 3.2.4. 

1.09 Suspension or Termination 

The Client may at any lime by notice in writing lo the Consultant suspend or terminate the 
Services or any portion thereof at any stage of the undertaking. Upon receipt of such written 
notice, the Consultant shall perform no further Services other than those reasonably necessary to 
close out his Services. In such an event, the Consultant shall be entitled lo payment in 
accordance with Section 3.2.1 for any of the Consultant's staff employed directly thereon together 
wilh such expenses and disbursements allowed under Section 3.2.4. 

If the Consultant is practicing as an individual and dies before his Services have been completed, 
this Agreement shall terminate as of the date of his death, and the Client shall pay for the 



Services rendered and disbursements incurred by the Consultant to the date of such termination. 

1.10 Indemnification 

The Consultant shall indemnify and save harmless the Client from and against all claims, actions, 
losses, expenses, costs or damages of ever/ nature and kind whatsoever which the Client, his 
employees, officers or agents may suffer as a result of the negligence of the Consultant, his 
employees, officers or agents in the performance of this Agreement, 

The Client agrees to hold harmless, indemnify and defend the Consultant from and against any 
and all claim, losses, damages, liability and costs of defense arising out of or in any way 
connected with the presence, discharge, release or escape of contaminants of any kind, excluding 
only such liability as may arise out of the negligence of the Consultant in the performance of 
consulting services to the Client within this project. 

1.11 Insurance and Limit of Liability 

The Client will accept the insurance coverage specified in this clause as the limit of liability of the 
Consultant. 

(a) Comprehensive General Liability and Automobile Insurance 

The Insurance Coverage shall be $2_>000_ 1 000_ : _ f or general liability and $1* 000,000 . 
for automobile insurance. When requested the Consultant shall provide the Client with 
proof of Comprehensive General Liability and Automobile Insurance (Inclusive Limits) for 
both owned and non-owned vehicles. 

(b) Professional Liability Insurance 

The Insurance Coverage shall be in the amount of ' When requested the 

Consultant shall provide to the Client proof ol Professional Liability Insurance carried by 
the Consultant, and in accordance with APEO Act, 1984 and Regulations therein. 

(c) Change in Coverage 

II the Client requests to have Ihe amount of coverage increased or to obtain other special 
insurance for this Project then the Consultant shall endeavour forthwith to obtain such 
increased or special insurance at the Client's expense as a disbursement allowed under 
Section 3.2.4. 

It is understood and agreed that the coverage provided by these policies will not be 
changed or amended in any way nor cancelled by the Consultant until (60) days after 
written notice of such change or cancellations has been personally delivered to the Client. 

1.12 Contracting for Construction 

Neither the Consultant nor any person, firm or corporation associated or affiliated with or subsidiary 
to the Consultant shall tender for the construction of Ihe Project, or have an interest either directly 
or indirectly in the construction of the Project. 

1.13 Assignment 

Neither party may assign this Agreement without the prior consent in writing of the other. 

1.14 Previous Agreements 

This Agreement supersedes all previous agreements, arrangements or understandings between the 
parties whether written or oral in connection with or incidental to the Project. 

1.15 Approval by Other Authorities 

Unless otherwise provided in this Agreement, where the work of the Consultant is subject to the 
approval or review of an authority, department of government, or agency other than the Client, 
such applications for approval or review shall be the responsibility of the Consultant, but shall be 
submitted through the offices of the Client and unless authorized by the Client in writing, such 
applications for approval or review shall not be obtained by direct contact by the Consultant with 
such other authority, department of government or agency. 

1.16 Principals and Executives 

The use of Principals and Executives on a time basis by the Consultant, will be in accordance with 
Section 1.23.1 (c). 

1.17 Specialized Services 

The Consultant may engage others lor specialized services provided that prior approval is 
obtained, in writing, Irom the Client and may add a mark-up of not more than 5% of the cost of 
such services to cover office administration costs when claiming reimbursement from the Client, 
plus the cost of Ihe additional insurance incurred by the Consultant lor the specialized services. 



1.18 Inspection 



The Client, or persons authorized by the Client, shall have the right, at all reasonable times, to 
inspect or otherwise review the Services performed, or being performed, under the Project and the 
premises where they are being performed. 



1.19 Publication 



The Consultant agrees to obtain the consent of the Client before publishing or issuing any detailed 
information regarding the Project. 



1.20 Confidential Data 



The Consultant shall not divulge any specific information identified as confidential, communicated to 
or acquired by him, or disclosed by the Client in the course of carrying out the Services provided 
for herein. No such information shall be used by the Consultant on any other project without the 
approval in writing of the client. 



1.21 Arbitration 



(a) Any dispute, difference or disagreement between the parties hereto in relation to the 
Agreement may, with the consent of both parties, be referred to arbitration. 

(b) No person shall be appointed to act as arbitrator who is in any way interested, financially 
or otherwise, in the conduct ol the work on the Project or in the business or other affairs 
of either the Client or the Consultant. 

(c) The award of the arbitrator shall be final and binding upon the parties. 

(d) The provisions of The Arbitrations Act, R.S.O., 1980. Chapter 25, as amended shall apply. 



1.22 Time 

The Consultant shall perform the Services expeditiously to meet Ihe requirements of the Client and 
shall complete any portion or portions ol the Services in such order as the Client may require and 
the Client shall have the right to take possession of and use any completed or partially completed 
portions of the Work notwithstanding any provisions expressed or implied to the contrary. 

The Client shall give due consideration to all designs, drawings, plans, specifications, reports, 
tenders, proposals and other information submitted by the Consultant, and shall make any 
decisions which he is required to make in connection therewith within a reasonable time so as not 
to delay the work of Ihe Consultant. 

1.23 Estimates. Schedules and Staff List 

1.23.1 Preparation of Estimate of Fees. Schedule of Progress and Staff List 

When requested by the Client, the Consultant shall within fourteen days of the execution of this 
Agreement provide, for approval by the Client: 

(a) An estimate of the total fees to be paid for the services. 

(b) A Schedule showing an estimate of the portion of the Services to be completed in each 
month and an estimate of the portion of the fee which will be payable for each such 
month. 

(c) A Staff list showing the number, classifications and salary ranges ol staff and/or hourly 
rate ranges for Principals and Executives, for which the Consultant will seek payment on a 
time basis. The Consultant shall relate such information to the particular type of work that 
such staff is to perform, while employed on the Project. Such list shall designate Ihe 
member of the Consultant's staff who is to be the liaison person between the Consultant 
and the Client. 

1.23.2 Subsequent Changes In the Estimate of Fees. Schedule of Progress and Staff List 
The Consultant will require written approval, from the Client (or any of the following changes: 

(a) Any increase in the estimated fees beyond those approved under Subsection 1,23.1 fa). 

fb) Any change in the schedule at progress which results in a longer period than provided in 

Subsection 1.23.1 (b). 

(c) Any change in the number, classification and salary ranges of Ihe staff provided under 

Subsection 1.23.1 {c). 

1.23.3 Monthly Reporting of Progress 

When requested by the Client, the Consultant shall provide the Client with a written report showing 
the portion of the Services completed in the preceding month. 

1.24 Additional Conditions

ARTICLE 2 - SERVICES 



The following engineering services shall be provided In conjunction with the Project for the construction of 
chemical feed facilities at the site of the existing sewage lagoons in Plattsville. 

PRELIMINARY DESIGN AND REPORTS 

1. Meet with the appropriate representatives of the Municipality and Ministry of the Environment to 
obtain all background Information and "As Constructed" Drawings. 

2. Conduct a physical reconnaissance and site survey of the project area and verify accuracy of 
existing drawings and data. 

3. Establish the design criteria for the project and prepare conceptual layout drawings for review by 
the Ministry. 

4. Ascertain the need to obtain more Information on the condition of the existing lagoons and piping. 

DETAILED DESIGN, FINAL DRAWINGS AND SPECIFICATIONS 

1. Complete detailed design and prepare drawings and specifications. 

2. Prepare Contract documents. 

3. Assist municipality in obtaining approvals. 

EVALUATION OF TENDERS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 

1. Analyze tenders received and submit recommendations on award. 

SERVICES FOR CONSTRUCTION ADMINISTRATION 

General Review during Construction 

1. Advise the construction Contractor on the Consultant's interpretation of the drawings and 
specifications and issue supplementary details and instructions during the construction period as 
required. 

2. Review construction schedule proposed by Contractor and comment on the procedures, methods 
and sequence of work. 

3. Review shop drawings submitted for general compliance with the design requirements. 

4 Consider and advise on alternative methods, equipment and materials proposed by the Contractor. 

5. Advise on the validity of charges for additions or deletions and advise on the issue of change 
orders, when requested. 

6. Process Contractor's progress and final requisitions and issue progress certificates to the 
Municipality. 

7. Maintain adequate records related to the construction contract. 

8. Modify contract drawings to show the 'Construction Record" and provide reproducible copies of 
these drawings to the Municipality. 

9. Make periodic visits to the site during construction to review general conformity of the work with 
plans and specifications. 

10. Arrange for the testing and inspection of materials and work, by an authorized inspection and 
testing company, where the construction contract calls for such testing. 

11. Attend site meeting as deemed necessary. 

12 Report on the progress of construction to the Municipality. 

Resident Staff Services During Construction 

1 . Provide reference line and elevation to the Contractor and, where necessary, check the construction 
Contractor's line and grade. 

2. Report to the Municipality and make recommendations if the Consultant determines that the 
Contractor is not carrying out his work in accordance with the Contract Documents or that the 
Contractor's work does not satisfy the intent of the design or does not substantially conform with 
the plans and specifications. 

3. Arrange for or carry out all necessary field testing and Inspection of materials and equipment 
installed. 

4. Investigate, report and advise on unusual circumstances which come to the Consultant's attention 
during construction 

5. Carry out final inspection at the conclusion of the construction contract, at the end of the 
maintenance period and as part of the acceptance program of the Municipality 

6. Obtain and record field information of construction details for the modification of contract drawings 
to show the "Construction Record". 

7 Maintain sufficient data to determine periodic progress of the work. 

8. Review construction Contractor's request for payments as to the progress, quantities of work 

completed and materials delivered to the site and advise the Client. 



ARTICLE 3 - FEES AND DISBURSEMENTS 



3.1 Definitions 



For the purpose of this Agreement, the following definitions shall apply: 

(a) Payroll Cost: 

Payroll Cost Is defined as hourly salary plus payroll burden. 

i) The following formula shall be used to calculate the hourly salary for the billing purposes. 

Hourly salary equals: 

Annual Salary 



Hours Per Week x 52 x .85 



ii) Payroll burden equals fringe benefits expressed as a percentage of salary that provides 

for health and medical insurance, group life and disability insurance, company and Canada 
pension employer contribution, Workers' Compensation and Unemployment Insurance, but 
excludes bonuses or profit sharing. For the purposes of this agreement payroll burden is 
1 3,75% . 

(b) Cost of the Work 

i) The "Cost of the Work" shall mean the total cost of the Project including all materials, 

equipment, sales taxes, labour and contractor's overhead and profit, necessary to 
complete the work for which the Consultant prepares designs, drawings or specifications, 
for which he is responsible. Where sales taxes are not included in the cost of the work, 
the fee shall be adjusted upwards by the factor equivalent to the sales taxes. The 
adjusted fee may be computed to the nearest one-tenth of one percent (1/10%). 

ii) Wherever the Client furnishes labour or any other service which is incorporated in the 

work, the current price of labour or other service when the work was executed shall be 
used to compute the Cost of the Work. 

iii) Whenever used material or equipment is furnished by or on behalf of the Client, the fair 

market value of such material or equipment, as though it was purchased new, shall be 
used to compute the Cost of the Work. 

iv) In computing the Cost of the Work, no deductions shall be made on account ol any 

penalties or damages claimed by the Client from any contractor or on account of any 
other sum withheld from any contractor. 

v) The Cost of the Work shall not include any fees and disbursements due to the Consultant, 

the Client's engineering and office expenses, or cost of land. 

(c) Site ' 

Site includes the actual work site and other locations where the checking of materials, 
equipment and workmanship is carried out. 

3.2 Basis of Payment 

3.2.1 Fees Calculated on a Time Basis 

3.2.1.1 The Client shall pay the Consultant a fee, calculated on a time basis, for that part of the Services 

described in Article 2. Fees on a time basis shall be as follows: 

(a) Principals and Executives on normal assignments $ °5 per hour. This rate will be 

reviewed annually and adjusted accordingly.

(b) Staff on normal assignments - Payroll Cost plus 



(c) Principals, Executives and staff rendering individual services on assignments for which 
they are eminently qualified and for which they require little or no assistance including 
providing expert testimony and attendance at hearings or courts ... 50% more than the 
rates specified above. 

(d) Services During Construction 

i) For all services, except for staff full-time continuously on site:

3.2.1.2 Time Expended 

All time expended on the assignment, whether In the Consultant's office, at the Client's premises, 
or elsewhere, and including travel time, shall be chargeable. This also includes, but is not limited 
to, stenographic and clerical staff engaged in the preparation of documents such as reports and 
specifications. 

3.2.2 Fees Calculated on a Percentage of Cost Basis 

3.2.2.1 The Client shall pay the Consultant a design fee to be calculated as a percentage of the Cost of 

the Work for normal projects as follows:

3.2.3 Computer Services 



Computer services, except where a computer is used for design under the percentage fee scale or 
for the Consultant's normal office administration, shall be considered a reimbursable expense. 

3.2,4 Reimbursable Expenses 

tn addition to the fee, the Consultant shall be reimbursed at cost plus an administrative charge of 
5%, plus the cost of the additional insurance incurred by the Consultant, tor all expenses properly 
incurred by htm in connection with the project, Including but not limited to: vehicle use charges, 
travelling and living expenses, long distance telephone charges, teletype and telegraph charges, 
printing and reproductions, progress photography, advertising for tenders, special delivery and 
express charges, overtime premium costs, and the cost of providing and maintaining site offices, 
supplies and equipment, chemical and physical tests. 

3.3 Payment 

3.3.1 Fees Calculated on a Time Basis 

The Consultant shall submit an invoice to the Client for all Services completed in the immediately 
preceding month. Interest at the annual rate of 12 percent f 1 percent monthly) will be paid 
on the total outstanding unpaid balance commencing 30 days alter the Client has received the 
Consultant's invoice. 

3.3.2 Fee Calculated on a Percentage of Cost Basts 

! 

(a) Monthly Payment 

The Consultant shall submit an invoice to the Client for that part of the design of the 
Project completed in the immediately preceding month calculated upon the basis of the 
Consultant's estimate of the cost of that part of the Project, and, if the Client agrees with 
such estimate and that such part has been completed, the Consultant will be paid the 
amount of the fee so invoiced. Interest at Ihe annual rate ol ■*•*- percent f 1 percent 
monthly) will be paid on the total outstanding unpaid balance commencing 30 days after 
the Client has received the Consultant's invoice. 

(b) On Award of Contract 

Following the award ol the contract for the construction ot the Project, the Consultant shall 
recalculate his fee on the basis of the tender quantities and prices on which the contract 
for the construction ol the Project was awarded, plus the estimated cost of materials and 
other services supplied by the Client and upon such recalculation, the amount paid to the 
Consultant shall be adjusted to equal the full amount of the recalculated tee including the 
repayment by the Consultant of any overpayment made to the Consultant. 

(c) Delay of Award ot Contract 

In the event the contract for construction of the Project is not awarded within eighteen 
months of the acceptance ct the Design by the Client the final lee tor design shall be 
determined as in paragraph (a) above, and paragraph (b) shall not apply. 

Further services (or the Project beyond the eighteen months will be undertaken on a time 
basis. 

(d) On Completion ot Ihe Work 

Following Completion o( the Work, the Consultant shall recalculate his fee on the basis of 
the actual cost ol the work and upon such recalculation the amount paid to the Consultant 
shall be adjusted to equal the lull amount of the recalculated tee including the repayment 
by the Consultant of any overpayment to the Consultant.

Being a By-law to govern municipal cemeteries. 

WHEREAS the Cemeteries Act, (Revised), R.S.O. 1990, Chapter 
C.4, Section 50, requires that no person shall operate a cemetery 
or crematorium except in accordance with the by-laws applying to 
that cemetery or crematorium. 

AND WHEREAS the following cemeteries are licensed to act as 
cemeteries in accordance with the Cemeteries Act 1990, namely:

AND WHEREAS the Council of the Corporation of the Township of 
Blandford-Blenheim deems it adviseable to adopt a by-law to provide 
for the improvement and upkeep of the cemeteries to keep them a 
becoming and respectful place for the burial of the dead. 

NOW THEREFORE the Council of the Corporation of the Township 
of Blandford-Blenheim enacts as follows: 



ADMINISTRATION 



1. The Corporation of the Township of Blandford-Blenheim 
reserves full and complete control and management of the 
land, buildings, plantings, roads, utilities, books and 
records of the cemetery and complete authority to 
administer these by-laws. 

2. The Corporation of the Township of Blandford-Blenheim 
may appoint an advisory cemetery board to administer and 
operate the municipal cemeteries by separate by-law. 

The by-law shall outline the duties of the advisory 
cemetery board. 

3. The Manager shall have custody of the Cemetery under 
the direction of the Corporation or Cemetery Board. No 
interment or removal of bodies shall take place without 
notice to the Manager, and they shall see that a proper 
Burial Permit or other certificate required by law is 
furnished to them in each instance. 

4. The Corporation distinctly disclaims all responsibility 
for loss or damage from causes beyond their control and 
especially from damage caused by the elements, and acts 
of God, common enemy, thieves, vandals, strikers, 
malicious mischief makers, explosions, accidents, 
invasion, insurrections, riots, or order of any military 
or civil authority, whether damage be direct or 
collateral. 

5. The Corporation shall take reasonable precautions to 
protect the property of interment rights holders but 
they assume no liability or responsibility for the loss 
of, damage to, axs=tea9=se**a*& ± .itrg— iMy sgap^gesr any article 
of any type that is placed on any lot or plot. vO, 
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for the purposes of this by-law the following 
shall be deemed to apply;

8. "Lot" means an area of land in a cemetery 

containing, or set aside to contain human 
remains. 

9. "Plot" means two or more lots in which the rights 

to inter have been sold as a unit. 

10. "Grave" means any burial space intended for an 

adult, child or infant, and having a size 
of 1.22 meters (4 feet) by 30.05 meters 
(10 feet). 

11. "Cremation Lot" means any burial space intended to 

receive not more than 2 (two) cremated 
remains and having a minimum size of 
60.96 cm (2 feet) by 60.96 cm (2 feet). 

12. "Interment Rights" includes the right to require or 

direct the interment of human remains in 
a lot. 

13. "Interment Rights Holder" means a person with interment 

rights with respect to a lot and includes 
a purchaser of interment rights under the 
Cemeteries Act, being Chapter C.4 of the 
Revised Statutes of Ontario, 1990, or a 
predecessor of that Act. 

14. "Plan" means the plan of the cemetery, approved 

by the Ministry of Consumer and Commercial 
Relations for Ontario. 

15. "Register" means electronic, or written records, kept 

in accordance with the Cemeteries Act. 

16. "Certificate of Interment Rights" means the certificate 

issued by the Corporation to the purchaser 
of interment rights in either a lot or 
plot . 

17. "Care and Maintenance Fund" This is the trust fund in 

which all monies received by the 
Corporation for the care and maintenance 
of lots, plots and monuments have been 
invested. 

18. "Trust Funds" means those funds in which a trustee may 

invest, which are defined in the "Trustee 
Act", R.S.0. 1990. 

19. "Monument" means any permanent memorial projecting 

above the ground level. 

20. "Marker" means any memorial of granite, marble 

or bronze set flush with the surface of 
the ground, and used to mark the location 
of a lot. 

21. "Corner-posts" means any granite or marble land markers 

set flush with the surface of the ground 
and used to indicate the location of a 
lot. 
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1. No person shall sell interment rights unless that person 
does so on behalf of the Corporation. 

1.1 The Cemeteries listed in Section B "Definitions" 

1.1 through to 1.6 are owned by the Township of 
Blandf ord-Blenheim and are deemed to be active 
for the sale of interment rights. 

1.2 The Cemeteries listed in Section B "Definitions" 

1.7 through to 1.12 are maintained by the Township 
of Blandf ord-Blenheim and are deemed to be inactive 
for the sale of interment rights. 

2. Interment rights in lots and plots may be purchased from 
the Corporation at the rates filed with the Ministry and 
according to the plans approved by the Ministry of 
Consumer and Commercial Relations for Ontario that are 
on file with the Corporation and/or the Manager of the 
Cemetery. The prices for lots include the applicable 
portion for deposit to the Cemetery's Care and 
Maintenance Fund. 

3. The deposit to the Care and Maintenance Fund shall be as 
specified in the regulation made under the Cemeteries 
Act Revised 1990 and that came into effect April 1,1992. 

3.1 In the case of an in-ground grave for the 
burial of an adult, child or infant, the 
greater of 40% of the selling price or 
$150. 

3.2 In the case of an in-ground grave for the 
burial of cremated remains, 40% of the 
selling price. 

4. Payments for lots shall be made at the office of the 
Treasurer. 

5. The Corporation shall provide each Rights owner at the 
time of sale with: 

5.1 a copy of the contract. 

5.2 a copy of the Cemetery by-laws. 

5.3 upon payment in full, a Certificate of Interment 
Rights. 

6. Purchasers of lots acquire only the right and privilege 
of burial of the dead and of constructing monuments or 
placing markers, subject to the Cemetery By-laws from 
time to time in force and approved by the Ministry of 
Consumer and Commercial Relations. 

7. To ensure the correctness of records of ownership and 
interments, no transfer of any interment rights or any 
interest therein shall be binding unpon the Corporation 
until notice is given in writing to the Treasurer of the 
Corporation specifying the name and address of the 
proposed transferee and date of transfer, and such 
particulars have been entered in a register for that 
purpose. Upon receipt of such notice, and payment of a 
fee, the transfer shall be made. 

8. In cases of transmission of ownership by will or bequest 
of interment rights, the management reserves the right 
to require the production of a notarial copy of the will 
or other evidence sufficient to prove ownership.

An interment rights holder may require, by written demand 
the Corporation to repurchase the rights at any time 
before they are used. 

If the Corporation receives notice that a contract is 
cancelled within thirty days, the Corporation will refund 
to the purchaser all money received under the contract 
within thirty days of receiving the notice. 

If the Corporation receives notice that a contract for 
Interment Rights is cancelled after thirty days, the 
Corporation shall retain all funds placed in the care and 
maintenance fund. This also applies to all purchases or 
contracts that were made before this Act came into being. 

If the original selling price is unknown, the repurchase 
price shall be deemed to be $50.00 as according to the 
Cemeteries Act of 1990. 

In accordance with the Cemeteries Act, 1990, the 
Corporation is not required to repurchase the interment 
rights for more than four lots held by the same interment 
right owner in a twelve month period. 

The Corporation after receiving such a demand, shall 
repurchase the interment rights within thirty days after 
receiving the demand. 

NO REFUND will be made for any lot if any interment 
rights have been exercised. 

Any purchaser of pre-need supplies or services from The 
Corporation may cancel, by written notice to the 
Corporation, the contract to purchase at any time before 
the services or the supplies are provided. No supplies 
will be ordered or service supplied until the 30 day 
grace period has passed. 

Section 16 does not apply if the supplies or services are 
provided within thirty days after the contract is made 
because of the death of the person for whom the supplies 
or services were contracted. 

If any lot is sold and has not been used after a 20 year 
period may be considered abandoned. The Corporation may 
apply to the Registrar for a declaration that the 
interment rights are abandoned after making inquiries and 
giving reasonable notices to find the interment rights 
holders or beneficiaries. Upon being satisfied that the 
rights are abandoned, the Registrar shall issue a 
declaration to that effect. If there is not an appeal 
by the end of the time period allowed for appeal, the 
Corporation may resell the lot in question.

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D. INTERMENTS AND DISINTERMENTS 

1. Winter burials shall take place weather permitting. 

2. Not more than one burial shall be made in any single 
grave except: 

2.1 in areas designated for double depth burial. The 
first interment must be made at the lower level. 

2.2 that of the cremated remains of not more than four 
persons 

2.3 or a 60.96 x 30.48 cm. (24" x 12") infant container 
may be buried at the head end of a single grave in 
which a casket containing human remains has been 
buried, provided space is available. 

2.4 or one (1) cremated remains of either the spouse 
and/or child of the interment rights holder at the 
head end of a single grave. 

3. Remains to be buried in a grave must be enclosed in a 
concrete, metal and/or plastic outer container, and of 
sufficient strength to permit burial with the container 
remaining intact. The container must be of a size to 
permit burial within the size of the lot. Casket only 
burials will be permitted in designated areas of the 
cemetery. 

4. All interments must be authorized in writing by the 
interment rights holder except the interment of the 
interment rights holder. 

5. The Manager of the cemetery, his assistant or someone 
in the employ of the Corporation shall be in attendance 
at each interment. 

6. A burial permit issued by the Division Registrar, showing 
that the death has been registered and the fee for the 
opening of the lot according to the fee found in the 
rate of tariffs, must be deposited with an official of 
the Corporation before interment can take place. 

7. In the case of a cremation interment, the cremation 
certificate and the prescribed fee for this service 
according to the rate of tariffs must be deposited with 
an official of the Corporation. 

8. Persons requesting interments in lots or plots shall be 
held responsible for charges incurred. 

9. When interment rights in a lot/plot are held jointly by 
two or more persons, an order will be accepted from 
either or any of them or their authorized representatives 
for interment in such part of the plot as may be 
requested. 

10. No lot shall be opened for interment or disinterment by 
any person not in the employ of, or under the direction 
of the Corporation, except under special circumstances, 
and by persmission of the Corporation. 

11. The interment fee includes the opening and closing of the 
lot and the registration of the burial. 

12. The scale of fees for lot openings is based on the size 
of the lot and labour involved. 

13. No person shall remove human remains, except cremated 
remains from a cemetery unless a certificate of a Medical 
Officer of Health or the Corporation confirming that the 
Cemeteries Act and the regulations have been complied 
with is affixed to the container. A burial certificate 
under the Vital Statistics Act is not required to reinter 
human remains that have been disinterred according to the 
Cemeteries Act and regulations. 
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14. The Corporation shall exercise all due care in making 
burials and interments but is not responsible for damage 
to any casket, urn or other container sustained during 
disinterment. 

15. No interment shall be permitted in any lot where the 
burial rights have not been paid in full. 

16. Funeral corteges within the cemetery shall follow the 
route indicated by the Manager. 

17. The Corporation reserves the right, at its cost, to 
correct any error that may be made by it in making 
interments, in the description of the lot, or the 
transfer or conveyance of any interment rights. The 
Corporation may either cancel such grant and substitute 
other interment rights, or lot of equal value and 
similar location, as far as is reasonably possible; or 
refund all money paid on account for such purchase. 
Notice will be given personally to the rights owners. 
If necessary, it may be mailed to the rights owners or 
their legal representatives, at their last appearing 
address in the record books of the Corporation. In 
the event any such error may involve the disinterment 
of remains, the Corporation shall first obtain the 
approval of any regulatory authority and the interment 
rights owner. 

18. The Corporation shall not be held responsible for any 
errors made for any funeral arrangements made over the 
phone. These arrangements should be made in writing. 

19. Notice of each interment to be made shall be given to the 
Manager and/or Secretary of the Cemetery Board at least 
24 hours in advance, 8 hours of which must be regular 
working hours. The Corporation cannot be held 
responsible for having lots prepared for funerals unless 
such notice is given. 

20. The Corporation will arrange to do any Sunday or 
Statutory Holiday interments, if required. 

21. Extra charges are included in the tariff of rates for: 

2.1 Sunday or Holiday interments subject to item 20 
above .

Dwarf evergreens are permitted only on lots having a 
monument and only one shall be planted on either side 
of the monument.

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5. The height of such shrubs and/or ornamental trees shall 
at no time exceed 0,91 meter (3 feet) above adjacent 
ground level. 

6. The diameter of such shrubs and/or ornamental trees at 
their widest point, including all foilage shall at no 
time exceed 35.56 cm (14 inches), or obstruct adjacent 
lots . 

7. Rights Holders desiring outside gardeners to do work on 
their lots must furnish the Manager with written 
authority for the same. Gardeners or florists or their 
employees shall not enter the Cemetery on Sunday for 
business purposes. 

8. If any trees or shrubs situated in any lot shall have 
become by means of their roots or branches or in any 
other way, detrimental to the adjacent lots, drains, 
roads or walks, or prejudicial to the general appearance 
of the grounds or inconvenient to the public, the 
Corporation may remove such trees, shrubs or parts 
thereof (after 30 days notice to the interment rights 
holder) . 

9. You must secure permission from the Manager before 
removing flowers, plants, ribbons or other articles 
from the graves of lots. 

10. Nails, wires, wooden crosses, articles of glass or 
pottery or any other material that create a hazard to 
workmen and to visitors when neglected or broken are 
not allowed in the cemetery. 

11. Since borders, fences, railings, walls, cut-stone 
coping and hedges in or around lots become unsightly, 
they are prohibited. 

12. Implements or materials used in doing any work within 
the cemetery shall be removed without delay and if this 
is not done, the Manager shall remove the same. 

13. No Interment rights holder shall change the grading of 
his lot, and in case of such change, the Corporation 
may restore the lot to its original grade at the expense 
of the Interment rights holder. 

14. No unauthorized person shall sod, move cornerposts or 
lot markers. 

15. The Corporation shall not be responsible for loss or 
damage to any articles left upon any lot or plot. 

F. CARE OF LOTS - FLOWERS 

1. The Corporation reserves the right to remove all flowers 
potted plants, wreaths and baskets of flowers when they 
become withered or for any other reason the Manager deem^ 
such removals to be in the best interest of the Cemetery 

2. Artificial flowers are permitted, provided they are 
properly maintained and not detrimental to the general 
maintenance of the cemetery. 

3. Vases, urns and glass jars are prohibited. 

4. Flower beds not exceeding 45.72 cm (18 inches) in width 
shall be permitted around the bases of monuments, and 
where there is no monument, can only be made by 
permission of, and under the supervision of the Manager. 
Planting of borders around lots is prohibited. 
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5. To preserve the orderly appearance in the cemeteries, any 
flower bed of the previous year which has not been planted 
by June 15th, may be sodded by the Corporation and the 
cost charged to the interment rights holder. 

6. Flower beds require to be cleared of tender plants after 
the first frost of the autumn. Rights Holders desiring 
to take any plants away should do so before their removal 
becomes necessary. 

7. Potted plants must not be buried but must be placed on top 
of the ground as close to the monument base as practical. 

8. Artificial wreaths without glass or plastic covers are 
allowed to be placed on the lot after October 15th, provide 
they are securely fastened to the monument, or where there 
is no monument, mounted on a stand of at least 76.20 cm. 
(30 inches) high and securely anchored to the ground. 

9. To preserve the proper appearance of the grounds, artificia 
wreaths must be removed before April 1st of each year, 
otherwise Corporation authorities will remove them. 

G. MONUMENTS AND MARKERS - GENERAL INFORMATION 

1. No monument or other structure shall be erected or permitted 
on a lot until accrued charges have been paid in full. 

2. No inscription shall be placed on any monument which is 
not in keeping with the dignity and decorum of the cemetery 

3. All installations of monuments and markers and their 
foundations shall be arranged for by the rights holder 
through monument dealers or contractors subject to the 
conditions of these by-laws. 

4. No monument, footstone, marker or memorial of any kind 
shall be placed, moved, altered or removed without 
permission from the Manager. 

5. Candle holders and vases may constitute part of a monument 
if they are made principally of bronze or stainless steel. 
If a translucent section is necessary, it must be made of 
an unbreakable, heat-resistant glass or of a plastic 
material that is fire resistant. 

5.1 Candle holders must be included in determining the 
overall size of the memorial. 

5.2 A maximum of two candles or vases shall be placed 
on the base of a monument. They must be centered 
on the end or ends of the base. 

5.3 A candle holder must be adequately drained to prevent 
any collection of water. 

5.4 Candle holders must be fully enclosed on all sides 
by a door or lid. 

6. No monument or marker will be delivered to the cemetery 
without the Request for Installation form containing the 
following information: 

6.1 The Interment Rights owners name & address. 

6.2 Instructions for placement of the marker or monument. 

6.3 The dimensions in the case of a flat marker. 

6.4 In the case of a monument: 

6.4.1 The dimensions of the die, height, width, 
length. 

6.4.2 The dimensions of the base, height, width, 
length. 

6.4.3 The overall size of the monument. 
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6.4.4 A description of the monument; colour and 
design. 

6.4.5 The appropriate amount for the Care &_ 
Maintenance Fund in relation to the size of 
the marker/monument as set out in the Cemeterie 
Act R.S.O. 1990, must accompany the monument 

or work order. 

7. Every person installing a monument or marker in the 
cemetery shall pay the prescribed amount, as set out in 
the Cemeteries Act, to the Corporation's Care and 
Maintenance Fund. The interest earned from this fund 
will be used to maintain the markers or monuments in a 
safe condition. 

8. The amounts are as follows: 

8.1 In the case of installing a flat marker measuring 
at least 1116.13 square centimeters (173 square 
inches), $50. 

8.2 In the case of installing an upright marker measuring 
1.22 meters (4 feet) or less in height and 1.22 
meters (4 feet) or less in length, including the 
base, $100. 

8.3 In the case of installing an upright marker measuring 
more than 1.22 meters (4 feet) in either height or 
length, including the base, $200. 

9. If a monument or marker in a cemetery presents a risk to 
public safety because it is unstable, the Corporation 
shall do whatever is necessary by way of repairing, 
resetting or laying down the marker to remove the risk. 

H. MONUMENTS 

1. For the purpose of the regulations, a monument shall be 
understood to mean any permanent memorial projecting 
above ground level. 

2. Minor scraping of the base portion of the upright 
monuments due to the turf mowing operation is considered 
by the Corporation to be normal wear. 

3. The Corporation will take reasonable precautions to 
protect the property of interment rights holders, but it 
assumes no liability for the loss of, or damage to, any 
monument, or part thereof except where such damage or 
loss is due to its negligence. 

4. The Corporation reserves the right to determine the 
maximum size of monuments, their number and their locatior 
on each lot or plot. They must not be of a size that 
it would interfere with any future interments. 

5. A double lot is allowed one upright monument unless 
designated Flat Marker only and only 2 foots tones are 
allowed. Due to the work involved to keep these level, 
we must restrict the quantity allowed on a lot. 

6. No monument other than a headstone may be erected on a 
single grave and only one headstone may be erected thereon 

7. The maximum size monument allowed on a lot is: 
Height 1.52 meters (5 feet) 

Width 76.20 cm. (30 inches) 

Base (minimum) 30.48 cm (12 inches) 

Die (minimum) 20.50 cm (8 inches) 

8. The maximum width of a base is controlled by the width of 
the plot or lot where it will be installed. No base shall 
be closer than 7.6 cm (3 inches) to the lot width side 
lines on which it is to be installed. 
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9. Monuments can only be erected on lots designated for 
monuments and not in any area designated for "Flat 
Markers Only". 

10. Unless adjoining plots are owned, both sides of the stone 
cannot be used. Monuments cannot be placed "Back-to-back" 
against another. 

11. Monuments must be placed at the center of the head end 
of the lot except where alignment with existing nearby 
monuments justifies another location. Approval of the 
location must be obtained from the Manager before a 
monument is set. 

12. The minimum thickness of a die should be 15.24 cm (6 
inches). Should the monument exceed 100 cm (3 feet) 
overall height, the die must be 20.50 cm (8 inches). 

13. The die stones must be installed on a granite base. The 
height of the base shall be minimum of 20.3 cm (8 inches). 
The top surface of the base must be both wider and longer 
than the die in order to provide a minimum border of 7.6 cm 
(3 inches) of the surface of the base exposed on all sides. 
Bottoms of the base shall be smooth sawn. 

14. All photographs attached to any memorials or placed within 
the cemetery grounds shall be the sole responsibility of 
the owner. 

15. No foundations may be constructed after November 15th 
in any year and before April 1st in the following year. 

16. The foundation shall be built in the designated space and 
in the proper dimensions of the monument base. If 
incorrect dimensions have been given on the application 
form, signed by the interment rights holder and/or the 
supplier, the foundation must be immediately removed and 
rebuilt by the Corporation at the expense of the interment 
rights holder. Foundations will be not less than 1.22 
meters (4 feet) deep and they will be set at the Manager's 
direction. 

16.1 The required concrete mix for foundation will be: 
20 MP A 

75 mm slump 

20 mm aggregate 

5% ± 1% Air Entraining agent 

Trowel finish all edges. 

16.2 The surface area shall be flush with the surrounding 
ground level and shall provide a level surface free 
of defects. 

16.3 Foundations must be cured for a minimum of 48 hours 
before placing the monument. 

16.4 Contractors shall be under the supervision of the 
Corporation and shall be responsible to pay the 
supervisory fee, as filed with the Ministry. 

16.5 No concrete shall be placed until a representative 
of the Corporation has approved the grades and all 
loose material is removed from the grade. The 
placing shall commence at the low point in the grade 
and the concrete shall be thoroughly consolidated 

to eliminate all air pockets and honeycombs. No 
concrete shall be placed to overlap concrete that 
is partially set. 

16.6 Defective areas must be repaired to the approval 
of the cemetery management. The finished concrete 
shall be protected from wind, rain or sun during 
curing, by covering it completely with a piece of 
plywood having a minimum thickness of 1.27 cm (% 
inch). All rubbish and excavated material shall 
be removed from the excavation site to a place 
designated by the Manager. 
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1. The owner shall on the receipt of the Rights Certificate, 
at his expense have an official of the Corporation place 
granite or marble cornerposts 15.24 cm (6 inches) square 
and not less than 7.62 cm (3 inches) deep, dressed on all 
sides and bearing the lot number and/or surname initials 
legibly and permanently marked thereon, at the corners of 

the lot or lots conveyed to him, such posts to be planted 
flush with the ground. 

2. Markers will be accepted for installation during regular 
working hours. If weather and ground conditions permit, 
installations will be made within 30 days after acceptance 
Markers will not be accepted from any monument dealer for 
storage during the winter months. 

3. Markers or footstones of bronze, marble or granite are 
permitted with size and quantity restrictions according 
to the section of the cemetery and the regulations deemed 
necessary as per the size of the lot in that section. 

Its placement must not interfere with future interments, 

single lot maximum 30.48 cm x 60.96 cm 12" x 24" 

double lot maximum 30.48 xm x 107.0 cm 12" x 42" 

cremation lot maximum 42.60 cm x 50.70 cm 16" x 20" 

4. Flat Markers are to be flat on top and set level with the 
ground so that a lawnmower can pass safely over them and 
shall be set by employees of the Corporation, at the 
expense of the interment rights holder, on payment of the 
fee provided in the rate of tariffs. 

5. Each single lot may be marked on the ground with a flat 
marker only, unless otherwise designated monument section. 

6. One marker may be placed at each grave in addition to the 
monument. The marker shall be placed at the end of the 
grave farthest from the monument and shall not exceed 
15.24 cm x 30.48 cm (6" x 12"). 

7. Any flat marker that exceeds the standard width of 30.48 

cm (12 inches) can only be installed after a full interment 
has taken place. 

8. The minimum thickness for all flat markers including 
footstones is 10 cm (4 inches). 

9. All markers and monuments shall be constructed of bronze, 
granite or marble. The bottom bed of all bases and 
markers shall be cut level and true. 

J. RULES FOR MONUMENT DEALERS, CONTRACTORS AND WORKERS 

1. No monument or marker will be delivered to the cemetery 
without the proper paperwork. See Section G-6 for 
description of paperwork. 

2. Monument dealers must state on each order the date they 
wish foundations ready and must give at least fifteen 
working days notice before the work is required. 

3. No monument or marker will be delivered to the cemetery 
until the foundation is completed and the contractor is 
ready to proceed with the work of erection. 

4. No monument or marker will be removed without written 
permission from the Caretaker. 

5. All companies who do work in the Township of Blandford- 
Blenheim Cemeteries, shall have Worker's Compensation 
coverage for their workers as well as sufficient liability 
insurance . 
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Rules for Monument Dealers, Contractors and Workers Cont'd. 

6. Contractors, masons and stone-cutters shall lay planks 
on the lots and paths over which heavy materials are 

to be moved, in order to protect the surface from injury. 

7. There shall not be a variance of more than 1.27 cm (% inch) 
in the size of the base required as stated on the work orde 
and the size of the monument delivered. 

8. The demeanour and behaviour of all workmen employed by 
others in the cemetery, shall be subject to the control 
of the Manager. 

9. Workers shall cease work, if in the immediate vicinity of 
a funeral, until the conclusion of the service. 

10. All work must be done during regular cemetery hours, 
unless by special permission of the Manager. 

11. No work shall be commenced on Saturday that cannot be 
finished, and the litter and debris removed, by 6:00 P.M. 
of that day. 

12. Heavy loads shall not be permitted in the cemetery when 
the roads are in unfit condition. 

13. All implements and materials used in the performance of 
any work shall be placed where the Manager may direct, 
and all rubbish and surplus earth shall be removed when, 
and to where, and in such manner as the Manager may order. 
Otherwise the obstructions will be removed, and the expense 
charged to the monument dealer. 

14. If a monument company desires to set a flat marker they 
must make written arrangements as to time of installation 
with the Manager as all work must be supervised by an 
employee of the Corporation. The Monument dealer shall 
pay to the Corporation the prescribed fee plus necessary 
taxes for supervising the monument company s people. 

15. If a monument company desires to make their own foundation, 
they must make written arrangements within 5 days of time 
of proposed installation with the Manager as all work must 
be supervised by an employee of the Corporation. The 
foundation shall be at least 1.22 meters (4 feet) deep and 
the length of the monument. The width of the base shall be 
in accordance with the regulations for monuments for the 
section. There shall not be a variance of more than 1.27 
cm (\ inch) between the size of the monument and the 
foundation. This foundation shall be made of air entrained 
cement and shall be level and true so as to not cause 
tipping. The foundation shall not rise above the grade of 
the surrounding ground. The Monument dealer shall pay the 
Corporation the prescribed fee plus necessary taxes for 
supervising the monument company's people. See Section 
H-16 for requirements in making foundations. 

16. If bushes are allowed the intended monument should not 
exceed 50% of the lot width. ie 1.83 meters (6 foot) 
width allows for .91 meters (3 foot) monument and 45.72 cm 
(18 inches) for each bush. 

K. RULES FOR VISITORS 

1. Visitors are always welcome at the cemetery during the 
open hours, from 8:00 a.m. until sundown. They are asked 
to remember the respect due to the dead. 

2. The Manager and his assistants are empowered and are 
required to preserve order and decorum in the cemetery. 

3. Children under the age of twelve years are welcome in the 
cemetery grounds when accompanied by an adult, who shall 
be responsible for their good conduct and shall see that 
they do not run over the lots or climb upon the monuments. 
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Rules for Visitors Cont'd. 

4. Vehicles within the cemetery shall be driven at a moderate 
rate of speed and shall not leave the avenues or park on 
the grass unless directed to do so by the Manager. 

5. No pleasure ATVs (all terrain vehicles) or snowmobiles are 
allowed in the cemetery. 

6. Proprietors of vehicles and their drivers shall be held 
responsible for any damage done by them. 

7. Discharging of firearms, other than in regular volleys at 
burial services is prohibited in and around the cemetery. 

8. No dogs or other pets shall be allowed in the cemetery. 

9. No picnic party shall be permitted in the cemetery grounds. 

10. Any person who, in the cemetery, damages or moves any tree, 
plant, marker, fence, structure or other thing usually 
erected, planted or placed in a cemetery is liable to the 
Corporation and any interment rights holder who, as a 
result, incurs damage. The amount of damages shall be the 
amount required to restore the cemetery to the state that 
it was in before anything was damaged or moved by the 
person liable. 

11. Any complaints by interment rights holders or visitors 
should be made to the Manager, and not to workmen on the 
grounds and controversies with workmen or others on the 
grounds are to be avoided. 

12. Rubbish shall not be thrown out on roads, walks or any part 
of the grounds, but must be removed by owner. 

13. Any person disturbing the quiet and good order of the 
cemetery by noise or other improper conduct or who 
violates these by-laws, must be expelled from the grounds. 

14. No tips or gratuities are to be given to cemetery workers 
by visitors or Rights Holders, nor shall any be accepted 
by any cemetery worker. 

15. Any article which is detrimental to efficient maintenance 
or constitutes a hazard to machinery, employees or visitors 
or is unsightly or does not conform with the natural beauty 
or design of the cemetery, may be removed by the 
Corporation. An article removed will be held at the 
cemetery for collection, if not collected, it will be 
disposed of after one month.

Being a By-law to provide for the stopping up, closing and sale 
of an original road allowance located between Concessions 6 and 7, 
at Lot 1 (Former Blenheim).

WHEREAS pursuant to Section 210, Sub-section 138 of The 
Municipal Act, R.S.O. 1990, Chapter M. 45, and amendments thereto, 
the Council of a local municipality is empowered to pass by-laws 
for prohibiting or regulating noise within the municipality. 

AND WHEREAS Council has deemed it expedient and necessary to 
regulate and govern unusual noise or noises likely to disturb 
the inhabitants of the Township of Blandf ord-Blenheim. 

NOW THEREFORE, the Council of the Corporation of the 
Township of Blandford-Blenheim enacts as follows: 

1. That no person shall ring any bell, blow or sound any horn or 
cause the same to be rung, blown, or sounded, shout or create, 
cause or permit any unusual noise or noises likely to disturb 
any other inhabitant. 

2. That, for the purpose of and not so as to limit the generality 
of Section 1, the following noises or sounds shall be deemed 
to be unusual noises, or noises likely to disturb an 
inhabitant , namely : 

a) The sounding of any bell, horn, siren, or signal device 
for an unnecessary or unreasonable period of time; 

b) The sound or noise from or created by any radio or 
phonograph, public address system, sound equipment, loud 
speaker, or other similar device or devices, or any 
musical or sound producing instrument of whatever kind, 
when such device or instrument is played or operated in 
such a manner or with such volume as to annoy or disturb 
the peace, quiet, comfort or repose of any individual in 
any dwelling house, apartment house, hotel, motel, or any 
other type of residence; 

c) Any noise made by any domesticated pet which unduly 
disturbs the peace, quiet, comfort and repose of any 
individual in any dwelling house, apartment house, hotel, 
motel, or any other residence; 

d) Any noise arising between the hours of 11:00 o'clock in 
the afternoon of any day and 5:00 o'clock in the forenoon 
of the following day from any excavation or construction 
work whatsoever, including the erection, demolition, 
alteration or repair of any building or structure 
authorized by the Corporation, except in case of urgent 
necessity and then under a permit from the Building 
Inspector of the Township. 

e) The noise or sound created by the use or operation of any 
drum, horn, bell, radio or mechanical loudspeaker, or 
other instrument or device or sound-producing, or sound 
transmitting instrument or apparatus for the purpose of 
advertising or for attracting attention to any performance 
show or sale or display of goods, wares or merchandise or 
which projects noise or sound into any street, roadway or 
other public place;

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2. f) The noise or sound created by the use or operation of any 

radio or mechanical loudspeaker or amplifier or other 
instrument or device or sound-producing or sound-

g) The noise or sound caused by the discharge of any gun or 
other fire-arm, air gun or spring gun or any class or type 
thereof, provided that this shall not apply to peace 
officers in the performance of their duties.

WHEREAS Section 90 of the County of Oxford Act, R.S.O. 1990, 
Chapter C.42, as amended, authorizes the County of Oxford (the 
"County") to borrow money for the purposes of any area municipality, 
as defined in Section 1 of that Act, whether under that or any 
general or special Act and to issue debentures therefore on the 
credit of the County; 

AND WHEREAS Section 74 of the Drainage Act, R.S.O. 1990, 
Chapter D.17, as amended, requires that any drainage works 
constructed under a by-law passed under the authority of the Act 
shall be maintained and repaired by each local municipality within 
which the drainage works lie at the expense of all the upstream 
lands and roads; 

AND WHEREAS Section 147 of the Municipal Act, R.S.O. 1990, 
Chapter M.45, as amended, and Ontario Regulation 710/92, as amended 
by Ontario Regulation 441/93, (the "Regulations") provide that 
the Ministry of Municipal Affairs shall prescribe an annual 
financial debt and obligation limit (the "Limit") for each 
municipality in Ontario; 

AND WHEREAS the Regulations provide that, prior to the 
authorizing of any specific work that would require a municipality 
to incur a long-term debt or financial obligation, the Treasurer 
of the municipality shall calculate an updated Limit and determine 
whether the estimated annual amount payable by the municipality 
in respect of the work exceeds the updated Limit and whether the 
approval of the work by the Ontario Municipal Board is required; 

AND WHEREAS the Drainage Superintendent for the Corporation 
of the Township of Blandford-Blenheim (the "Corporation") may be 
required to repair drainage works under the provisions of the 
Drainage Act from time to time during the period outlined in this 
by-law; 

AND WHEREAS any of the property owners assessed for repairs 
to drainage works may request that the Corporation provide for 
the issue of debentures to cover all or part of the costs of 
such repairs assessed against such property owners; 

AND WHEREAS it is expedient for the Corporation to authorize 
in one by-law such repairs to drainage works as may be authorized 
from time to time during the period outlined in this by-law in 
respect of which debentures may be issued, provided that the 
authorization of the Corporation in respect of any such repairs 
shall not be deemed to be effective until the Treasurer of the 
Corporation updates the said Limit in accordance with the 
Regulations and determines that the estimated annual amount 
payable in respect of the particular repairs to drainage works 
does not exceed the updated Limit and that the approval of such 
work by the Ontario Municipal Board is not required and upon 
such updating and determination the authorization of the 
Corporation shall be deemed to be effective; 

- Page 2 - 
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NOW THEREFORE the Council of the Corporation of the Township 
of Blandf ord-Blenheim enacts as follows: 

1. The Corporation is hereby authorized to apply to the County 
for the issue of debentures on behalf of the Corporation and 
in respect of any repairs to drainage works which may be 
authorized from time to time during the period commencing 
with the date date of this by-law up to and including November 
30, 1994. 

2. Any debentures so issued by the County under the authority 
of this by-law shall have a term not to exceed five years 
from the date of the debentures and shall bear interest at 
a rate to be established by the County at the time such 
debentures are issued. 

3. The Corporation shall make annual payments of principal and 
interest in respect of the debentures issued by the County 
to the County on or before their respective due dates. 

4. A special equal annual rate sufficient to redeem the principal 
and interest on debentures issued under the authority of this 
by-law shall be levied upon the lands and roads assessed for 
the cost of any repairs to drainage works in respect of which 
such debentures are issued, to be collected in the same 
manner and at the same time as other taxes are collected 
during each year of the debentures. 

5. This by-law shall not take effect to authorize any particular 
repairs to drainage works authorized during the period 
commencing with the date of this by-law up to and including 
November 30, 1994, in respect of which debentures may be 
issued unless the Treasurer of the Corporation shall first 
update the Limit and determine that the estimated annual 
amount payable by the Corporation in respect of the work does 
not exceed the updated Limit and that the approval of the 
said work by the Ontario Municipal Board is not required, 
only upon such updating and determination shall such repairs 
be deemed to be authorized by the Corporation.

Being a By-law requiring the licensing of dogs and for 
imposing a licence fee on the owners of them and for regulating the 
running at large of dogs within the Township of Blandford-Blenheim. 



WHEREAS the Ontario Municipal Act, R.S.O. 1990, Chapter M.45, 
Section 210, Subsection 11, provides the authority for Councils 
of local municipalities for licensing and requiring the 
registration of dogs and for imposing a licence fee on the owners 
of them. 

AND WHEREAS Section 210, Subsection 13 of the said Act 
provides the Authority for Councils of a local municipality to 
regulate the running at large of dogs in the municipality, for 
seizing and impounding and for killing, whethere before or after 
impounding, dogs running at large contrary to the by-law and for 
selling dogs so impounded at such time and in such manner as is 
provided by this by-law. 

NOW THEREFORE the Council of the Corporation of the Township 
of Blandford-Blenheim enacts as follows: 

SECTION 1 - DEFINITIONS 

1.1 This by-law may be cited as "The Dog By-law". 

1.2 "Act" means the Municipal Act, R.S.O. 1990, Chapter M.45 as 
may be amended from time to time. 

1.3 "Provincial Offences Officer" means the By-law Enforcement 
Officer of the Township.

"Dog" means a male or female dog after it has been weaned 
from its mother. 

"Owner" of a dog includes a person who possesses or harbours 
a dog, and "owns" and "owned ' have a corresponding meaning. 



1.6 "Kennel of Dogs" means registered or eligible for registration 
with an association incorporated under the Animal Pedigree 
Act (Canada). 

1.7 "Regulations" means the regulations passed pursuant to the Act. 
SECTION 2 - LICENCE FEE 

2.1 Every owner of a dog or dogs in the Township of Blandford- 
Blenheim immediately upon becoming such owner shall cause 
such dog or dogs to be licensed in the office of the Tax 
Collector, of the Township of Blandford-Blenheim. Licenses 
shall be renewable annually on the first day of January of 
each and every year.

SECTION 3 - DOGS RUNNING AT LARGE 

3.1 No person shall allow the running at large of a dog, or dogs 
within the Township of Blandf ord-Blenheim. A dog or dogs shall 
be deemed to be running at large when found in any place other 
thatn the premises of the owner of the dog and not under the 
control of any person. 

3.2 A dog which is found running at large contrary to the 
provisions of Section 3.1 of this By-law may be seized and 
impounded by the action of the Provincial Offences Officer, 
through the canine control officer or organization designated 
by the Township of Blandf ord-Blenheim. 

3.3 The Provincial Offences Officer of the Township at any time 
may direct that a dog be killed if such dog is found running 
at large and such dog cannot be seized and impounded by the 
action of the Provincial Offences Officer, through the canine 
control officer or organization designated by the Township of 
Blandf ord-Blenheim to pick up dogs running at large. 

3.4 Any person who alleges that an owner of a dog has allowed such 
dog to run at large, and wishes the Township to lay charges 
under the authority of this By-law, shall place the said 
complaint in writing, identifying the owner and the type of 
dog, and deliver to the Provincial Offences Officer for 
prosecution of the said offence. 

SECTION 4 - PENALTIES 

4.1 Any person who contravenes any provisions of this By-law is 
guilty of an offence and upon conviction is liable to a fine 
as provided by the R.S.O. 1990, Section 61 of the Provincial 
Offences Act. 

SECTION 5 - DOG OWNERS' LIABILITY 

5.1 The owner of a dog is liable for damages resulting from a bite 
or attack by the dog on another person, and the proceedings 
referred to in the Dog Owners* Liability Act, R.S.O. 1990, 
Chapter D.16. 

SECTION 6 - OTHER 

6.1 By-law Number 465-82 enacted the 15th day of September, 1982, 
is hereby repealed. 

By-law Number 972-93 enacted the 5th day of May, 1993, is also 
hereby repealed.
